LILLEY LAYS BARE ALL. 


House Committee Hears Wide 


Charges of Unfair Tactics on 
Part of the Electric 
Boat Company. 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—[Special. 1 
The house committee investigating the 
charges of Representative Lilley that the 
Dleotrie Boat company was using undue in- 
fluence to gain contracts for submarine boats 
today was given some new and startling in- 
formation, 

One of these disclosures was the fact that 
Speaker Cannon's name was used by a rep- 
resentative of the boat concern for the pur- 
pose of influencing at least ong representa- 
tive. 

This was first brought to the attention of 
the committee by Representative Lilley and 
later was confirmed by Representative Rich- 
mond P. Hobson, the naval hero-legislator, 
who declared he was the person approached. 
He said Lawrenre Speer of New York, an 
agent of the Nectric people, had offered to 
influence Cannon in the selection of members 
of the committee on nmval affairs, placing 
Hobson on that committee if he would urge 
legislation in favor of their concern. 

There is some doubt in Washington tonight 
as to the power of this alleged promise om the 
part of the submarine boat company. It 
poimted out by the friends of the speak 
thet the appointment of the democratic 
members of all committees is in the hands 
of John Sharp Williams, the minority leaden 
They declare there could be no need or ad- 
vantage in obtaining the speaker's indorse- 
ment. 


Statement Under Oath. 

Mr. Hobsons statement was made under 
oath while he was a witness before the com- 
mittee and after he had heard Mr. Lilley’s 
testimony regarding theaffair. He was ex- 
amined by Mr. Olmsted of the committee 
and related the manner in which the repre- 
wpentative of the boat concern approached 
him. 

Did some person claiming to be a repre- 
sentative of the Electric Boat company ap- 
proach you in the manner indicated?” asked 
Mr. Olmeted. 
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Tes, air.“ 

Who was the party?’ 

Lawrence Speer of New York. It was in 
November last. Mr. Speer saw my secretary 
first and a few days later called me up on the 
tel ne, and it was over the phone that he 
— 2 me dtrectiy. He said he understood 
I wanted to go on the naval committee and 
that his company would be able to help me— 
hac influence to bring that about if I stood 
right on submarines.” 

Mr. Olmsted—Did he say infl 
whom? 

Mr. Hobson—Yes, sir. 

Mr. Olmsted—Whom did he say? 

Mr. Hobson—He said the speaker, 


Tells How He Was Chosen. 

Mr. Hobson further said that Mr. Speer 
had informed him that he would have to 
“look out for Mr. Willams,” the minority 
leader. 

Mr. Olmsted—The idea was that if you 
secured the support of Mr. Williams, they 
would do the rest? 

Mr. Hobson—Yes, sir. They would use 
their influence to have me placed on the 
committee. 

Mr. Olmsted—I understand that the nam- 
ing of the democratic members of the com- 
mittee was left to Mr. Williams by the 
speaker. If he wasin your favor you would 
not have much difficulty with the speaker? 

Mr. Hobson-—I had some ideas on the sub- 
ject, except in exceptional cases that the 
speaker would abide by the recommenda- 
tions of the minority leader. 

Mr. Olmsted— Tou were not one of the ex- 
ceptional cases, were you, Mr. Hobson? 

Mr. Hobson-—lI did not see any reason why 
I should be. 

Mr. Olmsted—You did not require Speer’s 
aid or that of any one else? 

Mr. Hobsonm—That is a quae I cannot 
answer. 

Mr. Hobson said he had seen Mr. Speer 
since this conversation occurred, and in reply 
to a question propounded by Mr. Littleton, 
who represented the Electric Boat com- 
pany, said he and Speer had beenclassmates 
at Annapolis, and that they had belonged te 
the same corps in the navy. Their relations 
had been cordial. . 


Lilley Explains Charges. 

Mr. Lilley, who testified before the commit- 
tee for the greater part of the day, explained 
at length the charges he had made against 
the boat company. He said the company 
had attempted to influence him through 
manufacturers in his heme city, offering 
them contracts if they would obtain his good 
will. He also declared the concern main- 
tained a large lobby in Washington, had 
retained lawyers in the districts from which 
some of the members of the committee on 
naval affairs come; that it secured ‘the aid 
of certain newspaper men te raise war 
scares, and that ft sent representatives to 
chambers of commerce and other bodies of 
men all over the country to stir up a de- 
mand for more submarines to defend the 
coast cities. 

Mr. LAlley’s testimony was in typewritten 
form, part of which was in the nature of 
an affidavit. After presenting this he sub- 
mitted himself to the examination of mem- 
bers of the committee. He stated that he 
was prepared to furnish the committee with 
the addresses of many persons whom he 
wanted called as witnesses. 


Gives List of Witnesses. 

He asked that the committee summon 
Isaac 8. Rice, president of the Blectric Boai 
company; Elihu B. Frost, vice president; 
Maurice Barnett, treasurer, and August 
Treadwell, assistant treasurer, and that they 
should be required+to lay before the commit- 
tee documentary evidence in their possession. 

He also asked that he be allowed to ex- 
amine these men through his counsel, but the 
members of the committee refused to agree 
to thie. 

Mr. Lilley’s charges were summed up in his 
written testimony as follows: 

“I propose to show that for several years 
prior to the Lessier investigation the Holland 
Boat company and its successor, the Electric 
Boat company, maintained in Washington

WANT HARRIMANTO DISGORGE 


. P. Stockholders Take First 


Step to Recover $26,000,000. 


PETITION FLAYS DIRECTORS. 


Railroad Head Scored as Leader of 
Onslaught on Corporate Treasury. 


New York, March 12.—[Special.]—What is 
said to be the preliminary step toaction in the 
courts to compel E. H. Harriman and some of 
his fellow directors in the Union Pacific to 
make restitution to the company of millions 
of profits they may have made by selling the 
securities to the company was taken today 
when a petition signed by four stockholders 
of the Union Pacigo was served upon Secre- 
tary Millar. 

Thig petition calls upon the directors to 
“commence without delay appropriate ac- 
tions at law or in equity to recover for the 
company profits made in the sale to the com- 
pany of Harriman’s St. Joseph and Grand 
Island stock, stock of the Railroad Securities 
company, and stock of the Illinois Central as 
brought out in the interstate commerce in- 
vestigation. 


“Big Interests Behind Move.“ 

Lawyer L. M. Wallenstein, who said he 
represented the signers of the petition, said 
it was necessary first to petition the di- 
rectors to bring such action. He continued: 

There are powerful financial interests be- 
hind the move and other lawyers, but their 
names will not be disclosed for the present. 
For the purpose of this petition only the 
names of a few stockholders are necessary. 

The signers of the petition are Lewis A. 
Storrs and Henry R. Buck of Hartford, Will- 
iam A. Arnold of Willimantic, and Albert C. 
Bates of East Cranby, all of Connecticut. 
Storre and Arnold are lawyers, Bates librart- 
an of the State Historical society, and Buck a 
civil engineer. It is said they own about 
150 shares of Union Pacific. 


Fish Not in It, Says Lawyer. 

Tou no doubt have heard rumors of some 
such step as this,“ he said, “ also of the plan 
of the Union Pacific to segregate its stock- 
holders. The action is taken at this time to 
serve notice on Harriman and:his associates 
that they cannot dodge Hability by adopt- 
ing any such plan. The amount we seek to 
recover from Harriman, Rogers, Stillman, 
and Frick and whoever the directors were 
whose stock Kuhn, Loeb & Co, sold to the 
company is about $26,000,000.” 

Wallenstein told the reporters that while he 
had been employed by Stuyvesant Figh in his 
fight against Harriman and had helped Fish 
in Chicago, Fish had no more connection with 
the present action than he had with the suit 
brought by the government against Harri- 
man. 

Petitioners Score Directors. 

Wallenstein explained that in the eult for 
recovery there would be included in addition 
to the stock sales mentioned fn the Petition, 
the Atchison, New York Central, Chicago 
and Northwestern, Baltimore and Ohio, St. 
Paul, and Chicago and Alton stock which 
Harrtman's company had purchased. Wal- 
lenstein seemed confident it could be shown 
what directors had sold these stocks to the 
company, even if some of the sales were 
through Kuhn, Loeb & Co. 

The petitioners say they regard it as 
shocking that certain of their directors 
“ should have utilized their position of trust 
to bleed our company for their own profit, 
and that the president of our company 
has himself participated and led an onslaught 
on the corporate treasury, and not even 
hesitated to Cause our corporation to ex- 
ceed its legitimate chartered powers in order 
that he might further enrich himself at the 


cost of the stockholders.” 
When ssked today if any well known ge- 


sons wi have appeared in suits against the 
corporation are behind this one Wallenstein 


are not manufactured, but have held their 
stock for some time.’ 

Harriman was asked by reporters to make 
reply. Me refused, referring inquirers to 
those stockholders who made the demand. 

At Union Pacific offices it was said the 
protesting stockholders were mall stock- 
holders. Their individual holdings were not 
given, but it was declared emphaticaHy that 
their aggregate holdings were less than 150 
shares, 

Stuyvesant Fish was in Washington today. 
His attorneys and other representatives said 
they knéw nothing about the institution of 
the proceedings. 

COMMITTEE FAVORS C. & 0. SUIT. 

Washington, D. C., March 12.— [Special. ]— 
The indications are that, While the house 
committee on public lands will report favor- 
ably, the senate resolution authorizing the 
attorney genera] to proceed against the Cali- 
fornia and Oregon railroad, a Harriman line, 
on the ground that it has violated the agree- 
ment under which it obtained valuable land 
grants from the government, a clause will 
be inserted protecting the interests of the 
innocent landholders embraced within the 
grant of the railroad. 

It is charged that, although the grant to 
the California and Oregon provided that the, 
land should be disposed of in tracts of not 
to exceed 160 acres, and at not more than 
$2.50 an acre, the road sold larger tracts, and 
evidently at the best price it was able to ob- 
tain. 

It is alleged that the road further vio- 
lated the grant by refusing to make sales, 
and that,it withholds from sale a large por- 
tion of thé land ceded to It in accordance with 
the terms of the grant.

DEMANDS IDEAS, NOT ALK. 


Necessity of Thoughts Not Influenced 
by Emotions Pointed Out. 


t 

President Woodrow Wilson of Princeton 
university last night made a Vigorous attack 
on college fraternities, calling the system of 
social and intellectual life which “they have 
brought about the greatest peril to institu- 
tions of learning in the country. 

Mr. Wilson spoke before the Princeton 
Alumni association of Chicago at a banquet 
in the University club. He told what a uni- 
versity education should bring to a man and 
decried the loose, reckless habit of thinking 
which has grown up in America. Emotion 
and antipathy, he said, instead of clear 
thinking; form one of the dangerg to the 
preservation of American democracy. 


Embarrassment Proves Benefit. 

“We have systematized our courses of 
study at Princeton.” he continued, “ but a 
clear curriculum does not accomplish much 
good if no one follows the courses of study. 
We are trying now to bring instruction close 
home to undergraduates. The social em- 
barrassment of associating with men who 
know that you don't know anything has 
proved beneficial. 

“ Department by department we are fitting 
our university for intellectual supremacy in 
this country. And intellectual supremacy 
after all is what a university stands for. 
The only real comradeship is that of minds. 
No life is made leds worth the living by being 

beautified by the things of the mind and 
spirit. 

„ What shall a university training bring to 
a man? Not compact bodies of information. 
The memory is Uke a sieve. There is possible 
to every man a habitual and orderly process 
of correct thinking. Get the habit of using 
the mind with precision instead of carelessly. 
There is a discriminating attention which 
should be given tq subjecte—a search for the 
interior, essential substance. That's what is 
needed. 

Trained Minds Sorely Needed. 

„There never was a season in this coun- 
try when trained minds of this sort were 
needed more. There never was a period of 
such loose, reckless thinking. Men are 
thinking with their emotions, not their 
minds. Men should know when they have 
trustworthy evidence, the kind of a talker 
to believe. We have somé splendid talkers 
in this country—if one or two of them should 
happen to have an idea they would become 
irresistible. There is a difference between 
an idea and an excited purpose, an idea and 
an antipathy. 

„ university education ought te teach 
that there are things that may be true, 
though the student never has heard of them. 
It ought to give clear headed, catholic think- 
ing. In a country like this it is necessary 
that we should have democratic thinking. 
We must get away from thinking in classes— 
in the capitalist class, the labor class, or the 
agriculturist class. 3 


Stone Wall Bars Progress. 

“We have reached a stone wall in our 
progress toward a real university life. It is 
not athletics that keep the undergraduates 
from study. The danger of club life is that it 
standardizes the undergraduate—makes him 
a man without opinions conforming to a type. 
It submerges him and cheapens his mind. 

“ Undergraduates are injured by the strug- 
gie for social supremacy—the fight to be en- 
rolled in a coveted club. University men 
spend too much time in organising elaborate | 
glubs. It is also tu in secondary schods.”

Judge Walker Issues Summonses. 


After considerable scurrying about in ju- 
dicial chambers, the attorneys for the United 
Societies in the afternoon induced Judge 
Charles M. Walker to issue summonses for 
the appearance of Election Commission- 
ers John C. Cannon, Abel A. Bach, and 
Thomas F. Judge and Chief Clerk Isaac 
N. Powell to appear before him on 
Tuesday in the hearing which will be 
given the petition of John Koelling. presi- 
dent of the societies, for a mandamus to com- 
pel the placing of the Sunday closing saloon 
question on the ballot for the election April 7. 

Attorneys Levy Mayer and Harry Rubens 
had about exhausted the judicial possibilities 
when Judge Walker consented to give the 
case an immediate hearing. He had asked to 
be excused earlier.in the day, but when the 
attorneys could find no other judge who was 
so situated as to be able to hear it, he con- 
sented and issued the summons. 

The election commissioners probably will 
answer the summons without contest, al- 
though it is pretty well understood that they 
are obdurately inclined and propose to main- 
tain the dignity of their office by refusing to 
obey court orders from other than the Su- 
preme court. 


Says Question Is Debatable. 


This is said to be a debatable point, and 
the attorneys for the United Societies are of 
the opinion that the election board will sub- 
mit the saloon question if ordered to do so. 
The election commissioners are of the opin- 
ion that they will not, but ſt is a matter on 
which they will take legal advice. In the end 
it is Mkely to be decided by County Judge 
Lewis Rinaker, the head of the election 
machinery. . 

Judge Rineker is Mkely to hold that his 
court is cotrdinate with the Circuit and 
Superior courts, and a ruling of the election 
commissioners, they. being under his jurisdic- 
tion, being in effect a ruling of the county 
court, cannot be reversed by other than the 
Supreme court.

Find Judges All Busy. 


Judge Walker at first did not want to ac- 
cept the case, because of the pressure of other 
court business.

Board May Refuse Mandamus. 


It is declared that Commissioners John C. 
Cannon and Abel A. Bach déclined to grant 
the petition and refused to place the ques- 
tion on the ballot. This refusal, it is said. 
was a violation of law and by means thereof 
the registered voters who signed the petjtiqn 
are prevented from voting on the proposition 
calling for an expression of opinion on a 
question of public policy. 

It is contended that the voters have the 
right to have this question submitted to them 
in the manner and at the time set forth in the 
petition. 

It is the contention of the leaders in the 
United Soeieties that the question is not one 
of enforcement of law, they holding that the 
state law does not apply to Chicago, and 
that the city was exempt specifically by the 
provision in the charter giving the city coun- 
cil the power to regulate the sale of liquor. 

They admit that the question in the form in 
which it was rejected by the election com- 
missioners was framed carefully to avoid 
anything like an acknowledgment of the 
validity of the state law in Chicago. 


Mayer to Argue Case. 


Levy Mayer, who will argue the case be- 
fore Judge Walker for the United Societies, 
was special counsel of the election commis- 
sioners when they refused to obey the injunc- 
tion issued by Elbridge G. Hanecy in the 
Lorimer-Durborow recount.

CLELAND PLBADS POR PAROLE 


Tells Churen Club Many Crimi- 
nals Are Made by Unwise Laws. 


CITES HIS OWN EXPERIENCE. 


Man Freed from Bridéwell. Finds Wife 
Insane and Home Wrecked. 


“ The time will never come when you will 
be able to separate the prison from the story 
of torture, unjust and unlawful punishment, 
Criminals are just as unfortunate, and are 
to be classed with the. people we send to 
Elgin, Kankakee, and Bartonville, and the 
disclosures at some of our state institutions 
show how few persons are capable of being 
intrusted with the care of our people.“ 

These were some of the utterances of Mu- 
nicipal’ Judge Cleland to the Men's club ef 
the Second Presbyterian church last night. 
The judge waxed a bit sarcastic when he re- 
ferred to his abolished parole system as 
“what I tried to do at Maxwell street.“ 

Experience is worth a great deal of the- 
ory,” he said, “ and I am convmced that the 
only way to get around the great criminal 
problem which confronts us is to put the 
wrongdoer under parole.. Name the biggest 
sentence you can and then suspénd it during 
his good behavior, and you will get results 
that the prisons hever will give. 

Our method of administering the criminal 
law is what breeds criminais. One of its 
greatest weaknesses is to vest certain people 
with absolute control over the wrongdoér. 
The wreck and ruin that incarceration en- 
tails are fearful te contemplate. : 


Accuses the State of Crime. 

“As a rule the crime a man commits 
against the state is not to be compared with 
the crime the state commits against his wife 
and children by withdrawing his support and 
forcing the wife to strenuous labor and drag- 
ging the children out of school and driving 
them into the sweatshops. Now don’t under- 
stand me as saying that prisons ought to be 
abolished. In our complex social life there are 
men and women who will not fit in any other 
place except prison. But I do say wronge- 
doers don’t get the chance they ought. 

“What is the sense of carting a prisoner 
to the bridewell from time to time until he 
finds his last resting place in the potter's 
field? The system is responsible for crime in- 
creasing three times faster than our popula- 
tion. We must have our housés guarded even 
in daylight. And you cannot blame the police 
force for this state of affairs. We have com- 
petent policemen. It's the system. 


Prisoner’s Wife Becomes Insane. 


When I went home the other night I 
could not eat dinner because of the reault of 
a case I was compelled to send to the bride- 
well. I was told it was unlawful for me to 
parole prisoners. When an old man came up 
before me for his first crime I vainly sought 
the permission of the state's attorney and 
the police to suspend sentence. They refused 
and I was compelled to send him to the bride- 
well. After thirty days I took the reapon- 
sibility to set the sentence aside. During 
his brief stay there his wife had gone hope- 
lessly insane and that man’s home is a wreck. 
This is just one instance of the harm done 
through our present system. 

The church is a good institution, but I am 
opposed to the principles of some of its mem- 
bers. A man whom I was trying to reform 
asked me to get him a job. I was sure I 
would succeed that night when I addressed 
one of the prominent men's clubs in an aristo- 
cratic church on the north side. -They were 
wealthy business men. They applauded me 
and said I was doing a great work, but I had 
to go back and tell my man that I couldn't 
get him the job. There are too many church 
people built that way.“

Chicago Freight Men May Take 
Up Burroak Grievances. 


CHARGE OF DISCRIMINATION. 


Union Sauctions Tieup Which May Be 
Only Beginning. 


Seventy freight handlers and railway clerks 
at Burroak, a station fifteen miles from Chi- 
cago on the Rock Island railroad, may strike 
today. Permission was given them to walk 
out by the district council of the Interior 
Freight Handlers’ and Railway Clerks In- 
ternatſonal union at a meeting at the union’s 
headquarters, Van Buren and Halsted 
streets, last night. 

The grievances of the Burroak employés 
are alleged discriminations against union 
men by the agent and foreman of the station.

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WAGE COT IN COTTON MILLS 


Lowell, Mass., Reduction Affects 
Twenty Thousand. 


COST OF STAPLE A REASON, 


Miners Meet in Indianapolis to Thrash’ 
Out Wage Problem.

Boston, Mass., 
general reduction in the wages of cotton mill 
operatives of northern New England will be 
made the latter part of the month and during 
April. Today notices were posted in all cot- 
ton mills of Lowell informing the 20,000 oper- 
atives that wages will be reduced 10 per cent 
beginning on March 30. 

With the exception of the Stark mills of 
Manchester, N. H., which announced on 
Tuesday a reduction of 8 per cent for their 
1,500. employés, the Lowell mills dre the 
first In the cotton industry in New England to 
give notice of a cut. 

It is understood practically all cotton mills 
in northern New England will post notice 
soon announcing a reduction. 

Manufacturers give as reasons for the 
change in wages depression in the eloth 
market, the high cost of cotton, and the lower 
prices for goods. The cotton mills in New 
England number 340, and employ 165,000 per- 
sons. 


MINERS TACKLE WAGE PROBLEM. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 12.—The national 
convention of the United Mineworkers of 
America. went into session today to decide 
on action following the failure of the oper- 
ators and miners of the central competitive 
field. to agree upon a joint wage conference 
to fix a scale to succeed the present 
which expires on April 1. 

Indications are that four propositions will 
be considered by the convention. 

The first will be to adopt wage demands 
and then issue a call for a joint wage con- 
ference, opening the door to all operators 
who may wish to come in, sign the scale, and 
keep their mines in operation. 

The second will be to adept a scale and 
igsue a call for joint wage conferences by 
districts. 


The third will be to refuse to make any. 


acale except by competitive districts, which 
would mean that the western Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois operators and 
miners would be held to be one unit, as would 
those of Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas, and Texas—the southwestern com- 
petitive field.

Salls 819 Feet at 4 High ‘Speed! 


When Accident Comes. 
ITS WEIGHT IS 560 POUNDS. 


Test of Machine idl vike than Air is 
Prononneed Satisfactory. | 


Hammondeport, N. T., March 12.—Prof. 
Alexander Graham Bell’s new aeroplane, the 
Red Wing, was given itetest fight over Lake 
Keuka today by F. W. Baldwin, engineer in 
charge of its construction. The machine was 
built by the Aerial Experiment association 
for Lieut. Thomas Selfridge, U. 8. A. 

The aerodrome, after gliding over the ice on 
Lake Keuka for about 200 feet rose gently’ 
to a height of about ten feet and sailed at that 
elevation for a distance of 319 feet, at the rate 
of from twenty-five to thirty miles an hour. 

Portion of Tail Gives Way. 

After having covered this distance a por- 
tion of the tall gave way, and the aero- 
drome was brought down for repairs. This 
is declared to be the. first,successful public 
flight of a heavier than air. flying machine in 
America. The flight was witnessed by niany 
persons from Hammondsport. 

The aerodrome 9 9 2 ‘forty 
horse power, eight e ler, air-coole 
lite motor weighing 10 pounds The pro 
peller was made of two blades of steel meab- 
uring six feet two inches in diameter, having 
a pitch of four feet and weighing 19 pounds. 


Machine Weighs 560 Pounds. 


The derodrome proper weighs 196 pounds, 
the engine and apparatus about 200 pounds, 
and the operator 175 pound, thus giving the 
entire machine and opertaor a weight of 560 
pounds. The total supporting surface, in- 
cluding tall and rudder, was 453 square feet, 
which gives a flying weight of 123 pounds per 
square foot. 

The main wing piece of the aerodrome 
consists of two Buperposed surfaces, leaving 
a spread of forty-five feet from tip to tip 
and an average depth from fore to aft of five 
feet three inches. The surfaces are of.the 
double wire design and are bowed laterally. 

The experiment today was declared to be 
highly satisfactory in every way except for 
the minor accident tothe tall.“

The details were also 
expressed by President Roosevelt when he 
paid: 

“Among the points to be aimed at should be 
the prohibition of unhealthy competition, 
euch as by rendering service at an actual 
loss for the purpose of crushing out com- 
petition, the prevention of inflation of cap- 
{tal, and the prohibition of a corporation mak- 
ing exclusive trade with itself the condi- 
tion of having any trade with itself. Reason- 

le agreements between or combinations of 

rporations should be permitted, provided 
they are first submitted to and approved by 
some appropriate government body.” 

These quotations accurately repregent the 
general prindiple of the bill amending the 
antitrust law. 


Ban on Unhealthy Competition. 

As a further indication of the general prin- 
ciple of the new departure which congress 
will be urged to take at the present session, 
it seems worth while quoting the following, 
also from President Roosevelt's last message 
to ngress: 

“The antitrust act should be supplement- 
ed by the specific prohibition of methods 
which experience has shown have been of 
most service in enabling monopolistic com- 
binations to crush out competition. The 


pelled to do business in their names. The 
right to hold stock in other corporations 
should be denied to interstate corporations, 
unless on the approval of proper government 
officers, and prerequisite to such approval 
should be the listing with the government 
of all owners and stockholders.” 

It is believed this new legislation will be 
valuable at this time. It will tend to show 
the financial world that the administration 
can be just to large corporate interests. 
After having passed the rate law, the presi- 
dent feels he is*in duty bound to strengthen 
the hands of the rellroads so far as it can 
be done. 

Complete Government Supervision. 

He does not insist in the new measure on an 
actual license act for corporations, but it is 
proposed to grant the right of combination 
on the part of corporations as a return for 
their voluntary act of permitting complete 
government supervision practically the same 
as that now exercised over national banks. 
That supervision will. not cure the evils of 
high ‘finance in railroads, but it will obtain a 
measure of publicity not now possible, and 
prevent juggling with dividende as Harri- 
man did. By permitting traffic agreements 
it will put an end to the greatest incentive 
for discriminations and rebates. It ought 
to. strengthen railroad securities generally. 
advance prices, and contribute, to some ex- 
tent, to a general restoration of confidence 
and codperation as between the federal gov- 
ernment and the railroads. 


FINED UNDER PURE FOOD LAW. 


Drug Manufacturer Is Punished for Sell- 
ing Poisonous Headache Remedy 
Which Was Mislabeled. 


Washington, D. C., March 12.—Robert N. 
Harper, banker and drug manufacturer. to- 
day was convicted of violating the federa! 
pure food and drugs law by the sale and 
manufacture of a pharmaceutical prepara- 
tion which was mislabeled. The case was 
the first conviction under the new law. 

Harper has been on trial for two weeks. 
The compound in question contained anti- 
pyrine, acetanilid, caffeine, alcohol, and 
other ingredients. It was admitted that an 
overdose of the medicine would kill, but a 
mass of expert testimony was given to 
show that if the directions of the medicine, 
which was put up for a headache remedy, 
were observed, the effects were harmless. 

Mr. Harper was fined $250, this being bis 
first offense. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT AT MEETING.

Assistant State’s Attorney Roe Tells 
Hyde Park Church Members of Con- 
ditions on the West Side. 


In an address at a union meeting of 
churches at the Hyde Park Baptist church, 
Fifty-sixth street and Woodlawn avenue, 
last night Assistant State's Attorney C. G. 
Roe appealed to ministers and reformers to 
refrain from confusing or identifying the 
“* white slave reform with other reforms. 

We often are hampered in the movement 
to stamp out traffic in young girls by some 
of ouf most interested friends, said Mr. 
Roe. “They wish to ally this movement 
with the Sunday closing movement, the pro- 
hibition movement, or the anti-segrégation 
of vice movement. This confuses the ques- 
tion and makes necessary legislation diffi- 
cult. 

Woe cannot get away from the fact that 
there is traffic in young women in Chicago. 
State’s Attorney Healy, our police depart- 
ment, and our judges are doing their best to 
bring about a better condition of affairs, but 
they are hampered and bound by obsolete 
laws that were made before such traffic was 
thought of.” 

The speaker declared that the west side 
levee was worse than that at Twenty-second 
street, in that the trade there was in ignorant 
foreign girls. 

On the west side there are scores of Rus- 
sian-Jewish girls who have been brought to 
thia country sofely for immoral purposes 
and are kept in hopeless bondage, he said.

Sixteen years ago congress came near 


passing a measure for the suppression of 
professional speculation in wheat, cotton, 


and other agricultural products by the 


suppression of sales for future delivery 
where the seller did not own the property 
at the time, The producers said then, as 
many of them do.now, that the value of 
their products was hammered dawn by the 
operations of the shorts on the boards of 
trade and exchanges. There was a de- 
cided majority in. each house of congress 
“for the legislation the farmers desired, 
‘and if the session bad lasted only a few 
days longer there would have been a law 


| whose workings Would have settled once 


for all the question whether dealings in 
“futures” were inimical to the interests 
of the farmers. The attempt to obtain 
legislation was renewed in 1904, but less 
aggressively than in 1892, and until this 
year there has been no serious effort in 
that direction. 

There should be no 3 legislation 
about a subject of so much importance. 
There is an indication that there will be 
none in the expressed intention of the 
house of representatives to require the 
department ‘of commerce to find out to 
what extent the prices farmers received 
for their prodacts have. been affected by 
future delivery transactions on the boards 
of trade. Dealing in futures as far as 
wheat is concerned came into vogue about 
forty-three years ago. The statisticians 
of the department of commerce will have 
to do much figure work. 

But congress will need more than a 
great mass of figures to enable it to leg- 
islate intelligently. The department of 
commerce may draw certain conclusions 
from the figures it compiles, but congress 
should have exhaustive hearings at whien 
representatives of all who are for or 
against the proposed legislation could 
state their views. The producers who 
say they are injured. by futures should 
be heard. So should mapufacturers, who 
would often find it impossible to make 
contracts for the ‘future delivery of goods 
if they could not imsure themselves 
against loss by going into the speculative 
market and buying raw materials to be 


delivered in the future. 


The mén who have spent their lives 
on the produce exchanges and know how 
much of the business transacted there ‘s 
legitimate speculation and how much 
sheer gambling should be given their in- 
nings. So should the political economists, 
who have no personal interest in the ques- 
tion and whose views are entitled to spe- 
cial respect for that reason. Congress 
should also familiarize itself with the leg- 
islation through which other nations or 
American states have endeavored to cure 
the evils of apeculation and should ascer- 
tain how that legislation has worked. 

If congress shall decline to act until! it 
shall have informed itself fully and 
studied all the phases of an ‘intricate 
problem, there assuredly will be no legis- 
lation this year. 


A NEW FPOSTOFFICE BUILDING. 

Representative. McGavin is not guilty 
of exaggeration when he says that the en- 
tire Mississippi valley will be benefited by 


any improvement in the postal service at 


Chicago. That extensive region has been 
benefited by the substitution of pneumatic 
tube service for wagon service. It would 
be benefited further by the erection here 
of a model building for the exclusive use 
of the postal officials. That is the main 
reason, and it is a sufficient reason, why 
congress should consent to make an ap- 
propriation for such a building. 

It should be made clear to congressmen 
that an ornate and costly building, an 
architectural dream for municipal beauti- 
fication, is not what is being sought for. 
The loca! postofiice people desire a plain, 
simple business structure with none of 
the wealth of decoration which is to be 
found in the federal building. They mere 
ly want a building specially designed for 
the expeditious handling of the enormous 
volume of mall matter which passes 
through this office. It cannot be handled 
expeditiously in the present cramped and 
inadequate quarters. 

The announcement that there Is to be a 
public buildings appropriation bill has 
stirred up scores of cities whose repre- 
sentatives are urgently pressing their 
claims. In view of the fact that Chicago 
had a new building only a few years azo, 
it will de impossible to get an appropri- 
ation for another at this time unless con- 
gress shall be convinced that the applica- 


tion for a special postoffice building is not 
made in the interest of Chicago but of 


the extensive and populous region for 
which this city is the mail distributing 
center. Nor should the fact be forgotten 
in arguing the matter before congress 
that the expenditure for the kind of post- 
office building which is desired will be a 
profitable expenditure. The resulting 
economies will pay the interest on the 
cost of the building. 

The congressmen from Ylinois should 
have the assistance of those from all the 
other states in securing a much needed 
improvement in the postal service.

The duchess will in- 
herit her father’s ancient Scottish barony of 
Herries on his death, and on her demise it 
will go to her little 3 year old daughter, Lady 
Rachel Howard. But his barony of the 
united kingdom will become extinct at his 
death. 

Tt was always asserted the late queen prom- 
ised on the birth of Mra, Maxwell-Scott’'s 
eldest boy, who bears the Christian name of 
Walter, that when he attained his twenty- 
first year she would bestow a knighthood 
or a baronetcy upon him so as to revive the 
tithe of Fir Walter Scott.” But for some 
reason or other she neglected to fulfill this 
pledge, if, indeed, it wasever seriously made, 
and, although he served with gallantry 
throughout the Boer war, winning the dis- 
tinguished service order as a captain of the 
Cameron Highlenders, he remains without 
the promised handle to his name to this day.

Lord Annaly's appointment to the office of 
lord in wafting to the prince of Wales serves 
to recall the romantic origin of the peerage 
ef Sloper.“ the sobriquet by which this 
particularly good looking hereditary legis- 
lator is known in the Londen great world: 
The Freat-grandfather of Lord Annaly 
hailed from the Isle of Man, érifted over to 
Dublin, where he became the errand boy of 
a second hand bookseller, and then, being 
ambitious, started in business for himself in 
the same line. One day he found a lottery 
ticket in the pages of an old second hand 
book which he had purchased With a job lot 
at a public sale. Fortunately for himselt 
he failed tn his efforts to dispose of the ticket, 
and it was left on his hands, winning the 
prize of $100,000, which proved the founda- 
tion of his fortune. 

He died a millionaire and a member of par- 
liament, and while three of his sons had 
seats in the house of co ons. a fourth 
became first Lord Annaly, and purchased 
from Lord Carhampton, Luttrelistown, in 
County Dublin. famous as the home of the 
Wicked Earl" Carhampton, who was re- 
puted to have sold his soul to the devil. 
Luttrelistown, which takes its name from 
its former owner, Col. Luttrell, the opponent 
of Wtikes at the memorable Middlesex elec- 
tion, is beautifully situated on the banks of 
the Liffey, about four miles from Dublin, and 
was rented for a number of years to the late 
Lord O'Hagan when lord chancellor of 
Ireland. 

Lord Annaly was at one time one of the 
particular cronies of King Edward, when the 
latter was still prince of ales, but for- 
tetted fora number of years this royal friend- 
ship through his treatment, it is said, of the 
lady who is now the countess de Grey. Lord 
Annaly, then Luke White, was exceedingly 
devoted to her during her first marriage to 
the late Lord Lonsdale, and during the early 
stages of her widowhood. After the requisite 
lapse of time their engagement was an- 
nounced, and then the Hon. Luke White mar- 
ried instead the immeasurably richer sister 
and heiress of the late Visceunt Clifden, the 
Hon. Lilah Agar-Ellis. It is through her 
that he has become the owner of Holdenby 
house in Northamptonshire, which is his 
favorite home, and which has been immor- 
talized in Whyte-Melville’s most popdtlar

Lady Annaly was one of the most popular 
beauties in English society prior to her mar- 
riage, her beauty, much of which she re- 
tains, being of the golden haired. blue eyed 
order, while Lord Annaly was famous for 
his good looks, which are, indeed. shared by 
his brothers, the Hon. Charles and the Mon. 
Henry White, both of whom took part in the 
Jameson raid, were condemned to death by 
the Boer tribunals at Pretoria, and were 
then sent back under close arrest to Eng- 
land, where they served a term of a year's 
imprisonment in Holloway jail for the role 
which they had played in connection with 
the affair. Charles White is now mayor of 
Bulawayo. 

The youngest sister of Lord Annaly is the 
widow of Lord Percy St. Maur. who at the 
time of his death last year was heir to the 
honors @nd estates of his elder brother, the 
duke ot Somerset. 

Lord Annaly was for many years master of 
the Pytchley pack. is known as one of the 


finest riders in England, and in old days used 


to drive to London in one of those exceed- 
ingly smart dut old fashioned cabriolets at- 
tended by a diminutive tiger standing on 
tiptoe on a footboard at the back and steady- 
ing himself on his insecure: perch by means 
of a pair of straps, to which he was sus- 
pended most of the time. The cabriolet was 
succeeded by a perfectly appointed dog cart 
and tandem, which fe not an easy outfit to 
drive through the crowded streets of Lon- 
on.

It is hard to discern the frame of mind 
that prompted “ WOMEN AND OTHER 
WOMEN (Duffield). The little book is 
pleasant enough reading, but did some dis- 
appointment prompt it or was some chip 
knocked off our author's shoulder or was 
she impelled to knock one from the shoulder 
of some one of her acquaintances? Perhaps, 
though, it was a mere contemplation of her 
womanlinese that urged her to put her 
thoughts on paper, to enceurage another, 
perchance, one who is inclined to 
against her woman's comparative inactivity. 
Of course, if fhe reader finds her own ideas 
on the weighty subject only corroborated, 
it is most agreeable and gives one more re- 
spect for her own opinion. However, the sub- 
ject was not sufficient, full as it is, for Miss 
Hildegarde Hawthorne to fill even a slender 
book with it; she must have recourse to 
other subjects, such as ‘ Pictures of Eng- 
land,“ The Parish Clerk of Old,” “The New 
Hero,” “Advice to 4 Girl,” “A Sense of 
Duty.“ and others. The facility of the style 
makes the book acceptable reading, but it 
is too much to prophesy that once read it 
will be picked up again. 
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Modern fiction has ta a deplorable extent 
estranged the mass of the people from the 


particularly unfortunate in this regard; for 
he has had the misfortune to appear too 
often in volume after volume of a language 
incomprehensible to the majority of the peo- 
ple and which a goodly percentage of the 
minority have packed away with their al- 
most equally useless diplomas. And the 
best English editions have been, Uke Arch- 
bishop Whately's, too cumbersome and ex- 
pensive. The mass of English readers 
imagine Bacon a dull, incomprehensible 
philosopher. 

Prof. Mary Augusta Scott of Smith college 
has edited a volume of BACON’S ESSAYS,” 
with the laudable purpose of popularizing 
the author. To the task of editing this man 
who combines wisdom in thought and brev- 
ity And picturesqueness of expression, Prof. 
Scott has brought the eminent qualification 
of enthusiasm over an author with whose 
work she is intimately acquainted. In her 
introduction she writes both of his life in 
Gray’s Inn and at the court, and of his life 
among hig books. In neither regard ig She 
conclusive, but the amplification of the sub- 
ject matter has been designed for the cursory 
student of English. 

In the Baconian text her purpose is one 
of elucidation. On disputed points she keeps 
safely close to Spedding. The beet feature 
of her annotations 1s her allying of Bacon's 
thought to that of the ancient masters. If 
her footnotes are unnecessarily excessive, 
they are at any rate given gratis, and their 
copiousness is in harmony with her purpose 
of making Bacon intelligible to all readers. 
And we can all be thankful for her notes on 
the Latin. She cites to many pessages in 
the classics which are paraphrased rather 
than quoted, for Badon was a persistent mis- 
quoter; and it is always found Interesting to 
compare the paraphrase with the original, 
and often the former is a better putting of 
the thought: Prof. Scott has aimed well; 
whether or not the charge will take effect 
is a matter of prophecy: (Scribner's Sons.) 
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After fourteem years the Rev. Sylvanus 
Stall thought that the continued usefulness 
of “ FIVE MINUTE OBJECT SERMONS ” 
(Vir Publishing company, Philadelphia) 
justified his putting forth a second edition. 
The object of the sermons, which are for 
the nursery, parents, and teachers, is to 
provide distourses which children can under- 
stand and carry home to themselves, and 
thus remedy the dearth of children conepicu- 
ous at the services in the churches. There 
are forty-nine of these sermons, which, with 
the aid of simple objects, express the prin- 
cipal truths of Christianity. The present 
dock will doubtless find its constituency as 
easily as the first edition did.

Mre. John C. Van Vorst, who has been for 
so long active in the investigation of child 
labor, has joined some of her articles which 
appeared in a less permanent form into the 
book, THE CRY OF THE CHILDREN 
(Moffat, Yard & Co.). The book embraces 
her investigations in Alabama, Georgia, and 
the north, and, as Hon. Albert J. Beveridge 
says in the introduction, the reports are not 
exaggerated; on the contrary, they might 
have been much harsher and yet failed to 
express the awfulness of the Situation. 
Much hes been done to improve the condi- 
tion of the children who are exhausting their 
power for growth in’ the cotton factories, 
but there is still much that cries for imme- 
diate attention. It is by such books as this 
that the public, being shown frankly the 
state of affairs, will come to a realization 
of its duties if it would save the race from 
the disease which threatens It.

STOCKYARDS GOSSIP. 

Of the 5,000 hogs left over on Thureday a good 
percentage were light pigs and another part hogs 
which holders could have sold at the prevailing 
prices, but which they preferred to hold until Fri- 
day or Saturday, as these two days have been 
banner days the last two weeks. 

Although receipts of hogs so far this week show 
a decrease of 34,000 as compared with the corre- 
sponding time last week, shipments are 2,000 in 
excess of those the same period a year ago. 

Henry Du Plan, buyer for Schwarzschild & Suls- 
berger, paid $6.25. the top of the market, for 8 
loads prime 1,530 Ib steers. Tom Cross paid $6.10 
for 1 load of 1,500 Ib steers for the United Dressed 
Beef company. Three loads horned distillery 
steers made 85.80. 

Although traders make allowance for muddy 
roads, the consensus of opinion wae that the sup- 
ply of hogs in the country must be light or ge- 
ceipte would be larger. One shippér who was in 
from the country said that he bid % for hogs 
without getting any big run. Traders receiving 
consignments from eastern Iowa say that wheréas 
they used to get several loads of hogs from this 
territory every day, now they get one load, and 
it shows so much disparity in size that it is evi- 
dent the country shipper has been forced to buy 
several small lots before he could get a carload. 

Speculators in the hog. market have been badly 
bitten the last few days and purchased on a Um- 
ited scale on Thursday.
